Vancouver, Dec. s. —Th ree timber 
bruisers, whose schooner .was wrecked 
on Calvert Island on October 3rd, and 
who were unable for 58 days to get 
away from the island, arrived at Van¬ 
couver yesterday afternoon on the 
steamer Venture. 

The men. W. Wylder. 8. Burdette and 
W\ Campbell, all of Vancouver, when 
sailing north in a small schooner on a 
timber cruising expedition, were caught 
by gales off Smith's Inlet, and the 
boat’s steering gear carried away, and 
they drifted toward Calvert Island, 
where an anchor was let go. but would 
not hold. .. 

The schooner was driven ashore In a 
heavy aurf and was totally wrecked on 
October 3rd. Fortunately It was a 
sandy beach and most of the provisions, 
guns and ammunition were saved. 
Thicks, geese and deer being plentiful 
the shipwrecked party were In no dan¬ 
ger of starvation. 

Finally, as no help came, a punt was 
made out of lumber whip-sawed from 
solid logs, and-the seams of the craft" 
were calked with canvas from the torn 
Mails of the schemer. In this roughly 
made craft the nmfi ‘put out and Inter¬ 
cepted the American steamer Alaskan, 
which took them on board and carried 
the party down to a point near Alert 
bay. where their punt was launched, 
and they came Into port there. 

The strangely made craft In which 
they arrived is being kept as a curios¬ 
ity at Alert bay. When the Venture 
called in the men. who were dead broke 
and stranded, were given passage down 
the coast to Vancouver.

Monte Carlo, Doc. 5.—After a speedy 
trial before the Superior Court of 
Monaco, Vere St. Leger Goold and his 
wife Marie, were convicted yesterday 
for the murder of Emma Levin here 
last summer. The court found that 
Mrs. Goold was the chief Instigator of 
the crime and sentenced her to death 
by the guillotine, and that Goold wah 
less responsible, by reason of his being 
under the Influence of liquor at the 
time the murder was committed, and 
sentenced him to life Imprisonment. 

The great crowds that had been 
gathered within and without the bttlid- 
:ng received the announcement of the 
verdict with great excitement and ap¬ 
plause. 

The trial of the Goolds~consumed less 
than three days. It attracted attention 
from all over the world because of the 
enormity of the crime, the manner In 
which the murder was committed, and 
the dramatic arrest of the principals 
who were taken by the police while 
seeking to escape with.a trunk contain¬ 
ing portions of the bddy In their pos¬ 
session. 

Goold and his wife left Monte Carlo 
early last August, going to Marseilles. 
A hotel porter In that city noticed 
blood ooslng from a trunk which the 
two had brought with them, and when 
they drove oft with the trunk, the 
porter notified the police and the ar¬ 
rest followed. 

Statements made as to the facts In 
the case were at great variance. Goold 
himself confessing that, he had com¬ 
mitted the murder and that his wife 
had nothing to do with It. The police 
did not put much faith fin his story, 
and as the case was presented to the. 
court, his wife was shown to be the 
real Instigator. 

The evidence went to show that 
Emma Levin, who was possessed of 
considerable Jewelry and some money.

Germany’s Chancellor Succeeds in 
Banding Discordant Elements 
for Time Being 


Berlin, Dec. 4.—Prince Von Buelow, 
the chancellor, has 'won in a short 
contest with the wavering National 
Liberals. They and all the parliament¬ 
ary parties forming the coalition, In¬ 
cluding two Conservative and three 
Radical groups, decided after cau¬ 
cuses held thTs afternoon, to support 
the government. The leaders met and 
arranged a programme for to-morrow, 
which will begin with a vote of confix 
de'nce in the chancellor, thus conclud¬ 
ing a day of much political confusion 
and excitement. The question still re¬ 
mains whether the parties representing 
such diverse interests can continue to 
co-operate In supporting -the govern¬ 
ment on a variety of controversial 
questions. 

Prince Von Buelow solved his Im¬ 
mediate emb&rassments by using Die 
National Liberal criticisms of the gov¬ 
ernment’s financial measures as an op¬ 
portunity to have a straight-out talk 
with the coalition leaders ovei* the 
continuous doubt as to whether the 
government really was able to com¬ 
mand a majority. This doubt has ex¬ 
isted since the election early Jn the 
year, Jt being constantly affirmed by 
the government’s opponents that the 
“Bloc” parties could not possibly keep 
together. 

The chancellor amazed the Reich¬ 
stag by quietly calling together Herr 
Von Normon and Baron Von Galp, 
Conservatives; Herr Mueler and Herr 
Meingf, Radicals; Herr Von Soder- 
berg. Agrarian, and some others. In 
the chancellory of the Reichstag this 
morning. The substance of his com¬ 
munication was that he would ask the 
Emperor for leave to retire unless he 
could rely for a majority on the coali¬ 
tion. He therefore asked the leaders 
to discuss the situation with their fol¬ 
lowers and among themselves, and see 
whether they could promise unity. It 
was presumed that the chancellor 
was acting with the Emperor’s full ap¬ 
proval. 

The House sat for an hour and a 
half, to hear Minister of War General 
Von Einem give a further explanation 
of the Von Mollke-Eulenberg scandal, 
and then adjourned. Groups of the so- 
called "Bloc” held caucuses, and later 
the leaders of the various parties met 
and renewed their pledges In general 
to the government, agreeing to Intro¬ 
duce a vote of confidence to-morrow. 

DEADLOCK AT GOLDFIELD. 

Miners and Mine Owners at Variance- 
Troops May Have to Restore 
Order. 

Goldfield, Nev., pec. 4.—The local 
miners’ strike is In a deadlock, with¬ 
out either side In the controversy 
making any effort to bring about an 
agreement. The mine owners and 
miners have each resolved that the 
other has broken agreements. The 
mine owners charge that the miners 
violated the agreement by striking 
without the agreed two-thirds vote, 
while the ratners met to-day and de¬ 
clared that the mine owners had vio¬ 
lated thetr agreement to pay wages in 
gold Instead of by cheque. Both sides 
seemed to have settled to a Tong drawn 
out fight. 

Troops In Readiness. 

Washington, Dec. 4. — President 
Roosevelt Issued an order to-day to 
have federal troops' held In readiness 
to aid In restoring order at Goldfield, 
Nevada. This action was taken upon 
representations from Governor Sparks, 
of that State, that the miners at Gold¬ 
field are In revolt and riot. Nevada Is | 
the only state in the union which has 
no state militia. Governor Sparks does 
not deem the situation such as to 
Justify immediate federal interference, 
but us one likely at any time to get 
beyond his ability to control. 

The nearest federal military base Is 
at San Francisco. 

RAILWAY FREIGHT BUREAU. 

Montreal Board of Trade to Co-Opor- 
ate With Railway Commission. 

Montreal, Dec. 4.—The council of the 
board of trade to-day decided to estab¬ 
lish a railway freight bureau, the pur¬ 
pose of which will be to straighten 
out matters between shippers and the 
railways, and to co-operate with the 
railway commission on matters con¬ 
nected with the freight service.

New York, Dec. 4.—Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral Jackson announced to-day his de¬ 
termination not to discontinue his 
suits against J. H. Hyde, and let the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society ac¬ 
cept the restitution offer.

In many cases 
the exact wording is repeated. It pro¬ 
vides for the limitations of investments 
w hich must result In an enormous loss 
of policyholders. It limits expenses In 
a way whlcty the most economically 
managed companies In England would 
find Intolerable. It provides for only a 
few standard form policies which w-e 
think are badly adapted to meet the re¬ 
quirements of the general Insuring 
public. The bill is not yet law, and 
we sincerely hope It never will.”

About the year 130 B.C., though the 
Homan Empire v\as prosperous and still 
expanding, grave economic difficulties 
had appeared In Italy. The wars of 
conquest had brought Into the country 
large numbers of slaves, who were em¬ 
ployed on the estates of the great 
landed proprietors, with the result that 
the free-born laborers of Italy were 
thrown out of employment. 

In Rome. 

To remedy the distress that ensued, 
an ugltation named Gracchus brought 
ubout a law by which every free-bqrn 
Roman citizen was entitled to repelve 
from the state a certain quantity of 
corn at half the murket price. The re¬ 
sult was soon seen. The workpeople 
were pauperized, congested districts 
made worse, the streets of Rome were 
filled with an Idle and dissipated crowd 
of vagrants, and, eventually, dema¬ 
gogues made Irws by which the corn- 
doles were distributed free. In the time 
of Julius Caesar (about 55 B. C.) It was 
found that 650,000 persons In Rome, or a 
population of a million, were In receipt 
«f this out-door Tellef — more than a 
third of the entire population. 

The moral efTect of this bit of Social¬ 
ism was seen In the year 4 A. D.—one 
hundred and twenty-seven years after 
the Introduction of corn-doles. A Ro¬ 
man army was defeated and cut to 
pieces In Germany, and an historian of 
the period describes what followed: 

"Then Augustus, when he heard of i 
tha calamity of Varus, rent his gar¬ 
ments. and was in great affliction for 
the troops he- had lost, and for terror 
respecting the Germans and Gauls. His 
chief alarm was that he expected them ] 
to push on against Italy and Rome, and 
there remained no Roman youth fit for 
military duty that were worth speaklngJ 
of, and the allied populations that wcidl 
at all serviceable had been wasted] 
away. Yet he prepared for the emer-

There is strong evidence that In the 
minds of those who asserted the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway Company would 
ask Parliament for an extension of the 
time In which the road Is to be com¬ 
pleted, the "wish was farther to the 
thought."

The sec¬ 
tion In question will be about four 
hundred miles in length. Mr. Lesk 
says that one hundred and fifty sur¬ 
veyors will work all through the winter 
completing the location of the portion 1 
of the lire yet to be finally determined 
upon, and that active construction of 
the whole mountain section of the G. T. 
P. will be commenced In the early 
spring. This, the most difficult section 
of the work from the point of view of 
the contractors, will also be completed 
within two years. Consequently there 
la no Intention on the part of the com¬ 
pany to ask Parliament for an exten¬ 
sion of time. The fact was pointed out 
In the first Instance that the task of 
surveying the route through the moun¬ 
tains and selecting the most favorable 
grades would probably prove the most 
difficult part of the undertaking. Now 
that has been accomplished, the re¬ 
mainder is merely a matter for me¬ 
chanics and laborers to deal with. Ow¬ 
ing to the depression which has fallen 
upon the business world, there are mul¬ 
titudes of laborers from the United 
States in search of employment, so that 
what wa« expected to pjrovo the most 
difficult of the problems the contractors 
would have to contend with has al¬ 
ready been solved. Unless the unex¬ 
pected happens the Grand Trunk Pa¬ 
cific will be completed and In opera¬ 
tion by the year 1911, In Accordance 
with the terms of the contract with the 
government.

And 
when the native eoffial system was 
wrecked by the Spanish conquest, the 
Peruvians are described as being Idle 
and ticentlous. Never having .learned 
self-restraint, they fell into hnbltM of 
vice as soon as their lawn Were relaxed. 

The conclusions In this case are: That 
the Ideal, Socialist utatc can only be 
made practicable by a most compli¬ 
cated system of law# and a numerous 
bureaucracy.

Pensioner’s Daughter Poses as Wealthy 
Italian—Tradesmen Duped. 


A CRITIC AN8WBRED. 


A story unusually fantastic in char¬ 
acter was told at the Worcestershire 
Quarter Sessions In England of a naval 
pensioner’s daughter who humbugged 
credulous tradesmen by masquerading 
as an Italian prince with a pedigree 
dating from 800 B. C„ and temporarily 
embarrassed but enormous fortune. 

In the dock with the girl in question. 
Alexandra Fanny Maud Mary Douglas. 
38, of Southaea, were her parents, 
jJsmes Douglas. 71, a naval pensioner, 
and Mary Douglas, 5$, his wife. 

It was ulleged that they lived In 
M&lvern for a year on goods obtained 
from tradesmen on the pretence that 
payment would be made by the young¬ 
est prisoner’s husband, "whp was In 
Italy," and was said to be "an Immeas¬ 
urably wes'hy Italian prince." 

They said he had vast estates and 
properties In all parts of the world, 
and that the Income from them had 
been accumulating ever since 86S B, CL, 
at which remote date his title val 
created. All his wealth would be at 
his disposal in October, but temporar¬ 
ily he was embarrassed because the 
earthquakes In Jamaica had neceaal- 
tsted the rerTjeasuremdnt Of hit estates, 
and caused a delay In ttys payment of i 
his fents. But even now his wealth 
was so enormous that he did not know 
what to do with It. and he gave no 
less than a million sterling a year to 
the Vatican, 

They produced to one tradesman a 
signed and stamped document, purport¬ 
ing to come from four barristers of the 
Inner temple, certifying the prince's 
title and wealth, and on the strength

After one of the stormiest trips she 
has ever made, the steamship Tees, 
Capt. Townsend, reached port this 
afternoon from Cape Scott and way 
ports. From the time the Tees left the 
straits on her trip north heavy south¬ 
east gales were encountered,* and at 
Kyuquot the vessel was forced to 
shelter for 36 hours. Cape Scott was 
reached on the morning of the 29th. 
The steamship left pn the following 
morning and ran into a terrific south¬ 
east gale, which forced her to run for 
shelter in Friend \y' Cove, where she lay 
at anchor for 24 hours, while the 
weather moderated. 

The Tees reached Clayoquot on Tues¬ 
day morning and was again delayed 
owing to the heavy wind. At Sechart 
a further delay of 18 hours was neces¬ 
sitated. Leaving Barn field at midnight 
the Tees made a good passage to port, 
the weather moderating in the night. 

The first shipment from the Sidney 
Inlet mine, consisting of 25 tons of 
high-grade ore, was brought down and 
unloaded here. The remainder of the 
cargo was a consignment of 300 cases 
of salmon from the Albeml Packing 
Company’s cannery. Forty passengers 
were carried. 

The schedule of the Tecs has botn 
changed. She will leave to-morrow 
night for Ahouset and on the 10th for 
Quatsino. On the 20th she will make 
the long run to Cape Scott and her 
schedule trill then be reduced to three 
trips a month, on the 1st to Ahouset; 
on the 10th to Quatsino and on the 
20th to Cape Scott.

To amend 8ectlon 7 of the said Act of 
1878 to authorise the conducting of water 
over and across the lands of the Crown 
and of the lands of the Esqulmalt Water¬ 
works Company at Qoldstream or In 
Esqulmalt, and to construct necessary 
works for conducting such water across, 
over, or under any conduit or pipe or, 
other work of such Company; 

To amend Section 10 by making the date 
for the ariiiiial return therein directed 
with statement of affairs of the water¬ 
works to be made on the 15th January of 
the year following, in lieu of on the 31at 
December for the year terminating on 
that date;

Life Depends on

subjects-and particularly matters af¬ 
fecting the development of western 
Cauada, he has been a voluminous con¬ 
tributor during the past half doaen 
years to many well-known British Jour¬ 
nals. He Is now spending a few months 
in the Dominion with a view to bring¬ 
ing his information up to date prepara¬ 
tory to writing another series of articles 
on similar subjects. / 

After expressing himself as greatly 
impressed with the progress made In 
all directions since his last visit, Mr. 
Wilson referred to the Imperial confer¬ 
ence held In London In the spring of the 
present year and the statesmanlike part 
taken by Sir Wilfrid L&urler. and then 
said he would be glad to offer some 
suggestions as worthy of consideration 
by readers of the Free Press. At tha 
present time, said Mr. Wilson, when the 
British government can by no possi¬ 
bility give consideration to any pro¬ 
posals for reciprocal tariff preference 
with the self-governing dominions of 
the Empire, a considerable and not ex¬ 
pensive step towards closer connection 
might be made by the Immediate ap¬ 
pointment of British emigration, trade 
and commercial agents In all the prin¬ 
cipal cities of British North America, 
Australia and South Africa. These 
British agents would carry on much the 
same work on behalf of the mother 
country in the respective dominions as 
Is done so successfully at the present 
time by the colonial Immigration and 
commercial agents In the United King¬ 
dom. It Is to the missionary efforts of 
these gentlemen that a more adequate 
knowledge of, and Interest In, Canada, 
Austradia and New Zealand than was 
general, say, ten years ago, may be dis¬ 
tinctly traced. 

Take Canada, for Instance, where 
Great Britain comes Into very direct 
competition with the United Statea, The 
American government has an efficient 
consular service with Its agents In 
every important city of th# Dominion. 1 
from Halifax to Victoria, B. C., but as | 
Canada Is under the britlsh flag the 
United Kingdom has no representative 
here to study Its Interests, collate In¬ 
formation and push its trade and com¬ 
merce. The same Is the case ln( Aus¬ 
tralia and the other self-governing do¬ 
minions of the British crown. 

During the recent Imperial conference 
the emigrants’ information office In 
Broadway, Westminster, came In for 
a certain amount of criticism. What¬ 
ever may be the problematical value of 
the work that that British office is now 
doing, (here can be no doubt that Its 
sphere of usefulness could be very 
much enlarged to the advantage of the 
over-seas dominions and the mother 
country alike. It could he made an Im¬ 
portant department of the colonial of¬ 
fice. covering emigration, commerce, 
trade and. In fact, all descriptions of 
work such as falls on the shoulders of 
consuls In foreign countries, excepting 
only questions which are of a quasl- 
diplomatlc nature. Such a department 
attached to the colonial office, for push¬ 
ing British interests In the self-govern¬ 
ing dominions, could scarcely fall to 
produce exeeltent and far-reaching re¬ 
sults. 

Many Useful Duties. 

In addition there are many useful du¬ 
ties that would be performed by British 
agents residents in the overseas do¬ 
minions In some of which a Britisher Is 
sometimes as awkwardly placed, 
through no fault of his own, as he 
might be in a foreign country, say the 
United Statos, for Instance. There, he 
would at once consult the British con¬ 
sul and would be sure of getting at 
least a sympathetic hearing. Now, If 
a Britisher travelling about In one of 
the large self-governing dominions, 
happens to find himself without friend* 
and In a difficulty, he Is likely to get 
but scant sympathy, whereas a duly, ac¬ 
credited resident British representative 
would probably clear the matter up In

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WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 


Victoria Meteorological Office, 

Nov. 27th to Dec. 3rd, 1907. 

The weather during the closing days of 
November wai unsettled and rainy, the 
prevailing factors being high barometric 
pressure over the North Pacific states 
and storm areas from the ocean passing 
over British Columbia and crossing the 
Rockies Into Alberta. On the 1st and 2nd 
the pressure from the' adjoining states 
moved up Into this provlnco and two days 
of better weather occurred, r but the 
change was brief, for a fresh disturbance 
appeared off the Vancouver Island coast 
and quickly developed Into a fresh easter¬ 
ly gale, with heavy wind velocities on the 
Straits and outside waters; the rainfall 
has been heavy on the Lower Mainland, 
and some five inches of snow fell ** At- 
lin, but in the southern portions of the 
province mild temperatures flflve pre¬ 
vailed to an unusual extent. v 

In the prairie ptovinces the weather 
taken altogether has not begn-unseason¬ 
able. Some snowfall occurred; tempera¬ 
tures were moderate In Alberta, but In 
Saskatchewan arid Manitoba much colder 
weather occurred, with the mercury fall¬ 
ing below sero In several places. 

At Victoria, there were only 2 hours 
and 4* minutes 6f bright sunshine; high¬ 
est temperature, 57.4 on »th; lowest, 18.4 
on 27th: rain, 1.07 Inchos. 

At Vancouver—Highest, 57.6 on 29th and 
3rd: lowest, 36.0 on 2nd, Ith and 7th; 
rain, 2.67 Inches. 

At Newv Westminster—Highest. 58 on 
29th*. lowest. 36 on 27th and »th; rain, 2.76 
inches. 

At Kamloops—Highest, 60 on 10th; low¬ 
est, 24 on 27th j snow, one Inch. 

At Bkrkerville—Highest, 42 on 80th and 
2nd; lowest, 2 below sero on 97th; precipi¬ 
tation, .27 Inch.

brought down by S. Adamson, one of 
the stage drivers from Quesnelie to 
Barkerville. The greatest improve¬ 
ment to the town Is the new post of¬ 
fice Just completed by the Dominion 
government. This building will also 
be used as a Dominion government 
telegraph office, Quesnelie being the 
point from which the Yukon wire 
branches off. 

A new cable ferry service across the 
Fraser is being instituted at that point, 
the scow for the purpose having been 
built by Captain Brown, of the steamer 
Charlotte, and George Hamilton. The 
bridge across the Quesnelie river Is 
also being repaired. 

Quesnelie Is the function to ^arker- 
ville. and Is the point from which the 
train to the Nechaco and Bulkeley val¬ 
leys branch ofT from the Cariboo road. 
This route Is much easier than by way 
of the coast, as It Is open all the 
winter. A sleigh road Is to be con¬ 
structed at once, and this will later on 
be widened to make a wagon road of 
it. 

The Hudson Bay Company have 
taken the mail contract to Fort George 
and Fraser Lake. The work of blast¬ 
ing out the rock at the canyon, is be¬ 
ing completed, so that boats will be 
able to go up from Soda Creek past 
Fort George. This work Is sorely 
needed, and the Dominion government 
are having It done this winter. 

Speaking of the town of Quesnelie, 
Mr. Adamson says there is great need 
of a first class hotel In the place. 
There are good houses all the way up 
the road and a good one In Quesnelie 
would succeed well. The place is an 
Ideal situation for a townsite, as the 
banks of the river slope gradually 
down at that point. Mr. Adamson 
thinks this point will be quite Import¬ 
ant In the future.

Prince Albert, Dec. 4.—Arthur Nelld, 
railway mall clerk on the Prince Albert 
line, was sentenced by Mr. Justice Pen- 
dergast to five years In the peniten¬ 
tiary for opening and stealing the con¬ 
tents from letters. 

Nelld was arrested last summer, and 
has been In Jail ever since. His 
method was to slip a pencil under the 
gum-slip on the envelope, and in this 
way to open the letter and extract the 
money. Most of the money was taken 
from letters addressed to Catholic 
Fathers here and it was chiefly contri¬ 
butions to the church and the Indian 
schools In the district. The sums were 
usually small and hot registered, and 
after sealing the envelopes again 
Nelld would send them on to their 
destination.

Finally. however, 
marked letters were mailed from dif¬ 
ferent points, and detectives of the 
post office department were convinced 
that he was guilty. 

At the conclusion of one trip into 
Prince Albert from Regina, the inspec¬ 
tor was at the station, and asked 
Nelld and his partner to step over to 
the office. They did so, and Nelld was 
there placed under arrest. He asked to 
see the official privately and Imme¬ 
diately pleaded guilty to the chajge 
of robbing the mail. He was confined 
In Prince Albert, and has remained 
here ever since. A week ago he was 
brought) before the judge and admitted 
bis guilt

“Under the Naturalisation Act 
passed by the American congress, and 
which came into force this year, any 
alien who becomes a naturalized cltt- 
7 .cn of the United States, and subse¬ 
quently returns to his native land to 
reside permanently, forfeits his Amer¬ 
ican citizenship. Take the case of a 
Briton who has taken the oath of al¬ 
legiance to the United States, and has 
expressly ronouneed allegiance to the 
King of Great Britain. 

"This man lives In the United States 
for many years, and finally returns to 
England to make hla home, as so many 
do. What Is he. Briton or American? 
How does he resume his British na¬ 
tionality. if he really lost It by his 
American naturalization? Does he 
have to take out naturalization paper# 
here; and if he does Is he a natur¬ 
alized or native subject, having been 
born in Great Britain? 

"Lawyers and others tell me that 
once a Briton always a Briton,’ and 
that the British government does not 
recognize the right of a British-born 
subject to expatriate himself. Any au¬ 
thoritative statement would be wel¬ 
comed by some.” 

Counsel's Opinion. 

A well known K. C., Interviewed in 
London, said: "By the Naturalisation 
Act, 1870. It wy made possible for a 
British subject To divest himself of his 
British nationality. Before the pass¬ 
ing of this act the legal maxim ‘Nemo 
potest exuere patriam’ knew no excep¬ 
tion. Since then any British subject 
becoming naturalized In the United 
States ceases to be a British subject 
On his return he Is nn American citi¬ 
zen in the eyes' of the British law, 
whatever the American law may be. 

"His only way of becoming a Brit¬ 
ish subject is by taking out naturaliza¬ 
tion papers. In law he would then be¬ 
come a naturalized British subject, 
'hough grammatically hb would be 
both naturalised and native-born."

EXODUS OF GOLD FROM JAPAN. 

An interesting article Is published In 
the Osaka Malnlchl concerning the exodus 
of gold from Japan. A marked Increase 
may he observed, says the Osaka journal. 
In the export of gold coins from Japan 
to Shanghai and Hongkong during the 
past few years. In this outflow of gold 
lies a mystery. Once snorted, the gold 
will never come back. ..nd it la lost to 
sight for ever. It has been found that 
this exodus Is not the natural result of 
the working of exchange In trade, and the 
authorities were greatly puzzled to dis¬ 
cover what became of the precious metal. 
The result of Investigation first showed 
that the quality of Japanese gold coins 
being best lifted for use in the manufac¬ 
ture of gold-leaf, they were so converted, 
but this conclusion has turned out to he 
Inacourate. It has since been discovered 
that the Japanese gold pieces being al¬ 
loyed do not answer for making Chinese 
gold-leaf, which is of pure gold.

He 
attracted wide attention by refusing to 
answer certain questions put to him 
by the U. S. senate committee which 
was making an Investigation of the 
sugar industry. Mr. Havemeyer was 
Indicted and tried for contempt. After 
a long fight he was freed. He en¬ 
gaged In a hard fought campaign with 
the Arbuckles for the control of the 
sugar business, and when the fight was 
over the position of the system was 
strengthened. He made many millions 
of dollars, and he waa considered one 
of the wealthiest men in New York. 
Mr. Havemeyer. in 1883 married Miss 
E. W. Elder, who was the daughter 
of his partner In the sugar business. 
His wife and four children survive him.

It Is., 
therefore, impossible to conclude that the 
exodus of gold in that year was entirely 
due to the mysterious and unknown caiMe 
apart from the working of exchange In 
trade. 

Financially such a large exodus or gold 
Is a matter of great Importance, but It Is 
astonishing to find out what becomes of 
thla gold. Investigations made by the 
Yokohama Specie bank show that It Is 
the custom in South China for rooms to 
be decorated with gold bullion during the 
New Year holidays. Without this orna¬ 
ment. the magnificence of a rich man¬ 
sion and the dignity of a high family 
cannot be complete. For this purpose, 
rich people emulate each other In collect¬ 
ing gold before January. Formerly the 
gold for this purpose used to be supplied 
from Manchuria, any deficit being made 
good by Importing the metal from Aus¬ 
tralia and America. Political changes 
which have taken place In Manchuria 
since the Japan-China war have cut off 
the supply, and Australia and America 
became the only source of supply. Seeing 
that a gold standard was adopted in 
Japan, and gold bullion was largely Im¬ 
ported by Japan, the clever Chinese de¬ 
cided to take the supply needed from

A HEART METER INVENTION. 


The human heart Is fast losing Its 
mystery. You can actually see it now¬ 
adays—or rather, you can observe its 
movements In a shadow picture by 
means of the Rontgsn rays. The fact 
is not new, but the facilities for apply¬ 
ing the idea to medical science have 
developed wonderfully, and the author¬ 
ities of one of the great English hos¬ 
pitals are proud of the latest addition 
to their electrical department, which 
will be opened probably in the near fu¬ 
ture. It Is called an "orthodiagraph." 
because it gives a tracing of the ob¬ 
ject disclosed In exact relative dimen¬ 
sions. 

* The apparatus has four arms, one 
of which holds a small circular green¬ 
ish-yellow screen, one a wire black 
ring, one a wooden case, and the other 
the little reservoir that acts as a pen¬ 
cil for the tracing. Against a tall can¬ 
vas screen in the dark stands the per¬ 
son who wants his internal organs to 
be seen at work. The arms of the 
machine are lowered until the greenish- 
yellow screen appears in front. There 
is heard the faint crackle of electricity,, 
a circle of light appears, and the mo¬ 
tion of the heart, reflected on the 
screen, may be followed. Attached to 
the front of the machine Is a bulb. This 
is In association with the “pencil” be¬ 
hind. and as it is pressed a drawing of 
the heart is traced to little blue dots 
upon another white screen at the back. 

The novelty of this machine Is the 
perfection to which it has been 
brought It may ba worked by a An¬ 
ger.' 

Great value Is attached to the use of 
the orthodiagraph, which will enable 
accurate and reliable records of the 
state of patients’ heart# to be obtained. 
At present, however, only the outlines 
and the movements can be observed.
